Egyptian  purchases  of  U.S.  poultry  and  eggs  increasing.   In  the  first  five 
months  of  this  year,  Egypt  imported  14,377  tons  of  whole  broilers, 
2,860tons  of  chicken  parts,  and  2,457  tons  of  turkey  parts  from  the  United 
States.

Japan.   The  Japanese  Ministry  of  Agriculture  has  proposed  an  Amendment  to 
the  Regulation  Concerning  Specifications  on  the  Components  of  Feeds  and 
Feed  Additives.   This  Amendment  will  require  indication  of  the  names  and 
contents  of  antioxidants  such  as  ethoxyquin,  dibutyl  hydroxytoluene  and 
butyl  hydroxyanisol  which  are  included  in  the  raw  material  for 
manufacturing  feeds.   The  Amendment  will  also  revise  the  regulation 
concerning  antibiotics  which  are  permitted  to  add  to  feeds. 

New  Zealand.   The  New  Zealand  Department  of  Health  has  proposed  Anthrax 
Prevention  Regulations  1981  which  will  replace  the  1951  Regulation  and  will 
provide  for  greater  control  of  imported  foods  likely  to  contain  anthrax 
(i.e.,  products  containing  wool,  hair  bristle,  skin,  fur). 
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
